The data however fails to show the use of a silicon containing 
surfactant. The instant claims pertain to the use of a fluorine and/or a silicon containing surfactant. MPEP 716.02(d) states that, "In other 
words, the showing of unexpected results must be reviewed to see if the results occur over the entire claimed range.
